A dispatch from Pittsburg says: The 


case of Silverman, the original package 
man tried in Kittanning for violating 
the Brooks law, as well as the prohibi- 
tory act of the borough, was concluded 
Friday morning. There were three 
counts in the indictment—selling in a 
prohibitory district and without a li- 
cense, selling to minors and selling to 
persons of known intemperate habits. 
Silverman set up the United States Su- 
preme Court decision as a defense, and 
denied that he had sold either to min- 
ors or intemperate persons. Both the 
prosecution and the defense submitted 
a number of law points upon which 
they asked the Court to charge the 
jury. 


Judge Reyburn, before whom the 


case was tried, refused to affirm the 
points of the prosecution, which claim 
that the selling was in violation of the 
prohibitory law of the district, holding 
that if the beer was sold in the original 
package the defendant could not be 
indicted. 
If the defendant, however, 


sold to minors or intemperate persons, 
it was a plain violation of State law 
and would not come under the inter- 
State decision, because the State had a 
right to make police regulations for the 
protections for such classes named. 
The question whether theJaeer sold was 
in original packages the Court left to 
jury to decide. 


After an absence of over two hours, 


the jurj found that defendant was not 
guilty of selling without a license or to 
minors, but was guilty of selling to 
persons of intemperate habits. 
The 


defense says this verdict virtually de- 
cides that the original package decision 
"is a go" in the State, and that liquor 
dealers simply throw away money in 
paying for a State license. 
Th*6 case 


will probably be appealed. 


A furious storm accomrjanied by hail 


and a heavy downpour of rain visited 
man}- sections of the State last Wednes- 
day afternoon and evening, doing con- 
siderable damage. In Carlisle large 
boughs were torn irom the trees and 
many window lights were broken by 
the hail.

Lightning struck the house 
of Magistrate Thomas K. Williams,, at 
Lansford, Carbon county, killing May 
William, aged S, a granddaughter of 
Mr. Williams, and badly injuring Lizzie 
Jones, of Mahanoy City, a little girl of 
about the same age.

A Shamokin special says: A party of 


mine experts under the direction of Su- 
perintendent Gay, while exploring the 
Neilson shaft last week to ascertain the 
condition of the workings, were sur- 
prised to find that twelve of the sixteen 
mules that had been in the mine since 
the fire of nearly a month ago, were 
still alive, having been without food or 
water for twenty-six days. FJeven of 
the mules were standing and one was 
lying down almost dead.

The 
unfortunate nine having been tied could 
not help themselves and were almost 
skeletons. 
The first food offered was 


hay, but this they refused. Then a 
gruel of wheat, bran and rye chopped 
thin and mxied with water was given 
them and they seemed to relish it. 
They did not eat and drink ravenous- 
ly, however, as might have been ex- 
pected under the circumstances.

Boyle*, a young girl sixteen years old, 
has made information charging Jack 
Showers and Harry Nixcn, two young 
manied men of Carlisle, with a serious 
crime. The testimony of the girl is as 
follows: Satuiday night she walked 
down High street to the Gettysburg & 
Harrisburg railroad, where she stopped 
and was talking to some small boys 
when she was approached by the two 
men. 
One declared he was a police- 


man with a warrant for her arrest.

Afterwards 
the men brought her to town, and 
when passing up Locust alley they were 
observed by officer Egolf. Fearing the 
girl was sick he started toward the par- 
ty, when the men ran away. He pro- 
cured help and carried the half-faint- 
ing girl to the police headquarters. 
The men were held for court."

A dispatch from Pittsburg says: The 
case of Silverman, the original package 
man tried in Kittanning for violating 
the Brooks law, as well as the prohibi- 
tory act of the borough, was concluded 
Friday 
morning. 
There were 
three 
counts in the indictment—selling in a 
prohibitory district and without a li- 
cense, selling to minors and selling to 
persons of known intemperate habits. 
Silverman set up the United States Su- 
preme Court decision as a defense, and 
denied that he had sold either to min- 
ors or intemperate persons. 
Both the 
prosecution and the defense submitted 
a number of law points upon which 
they asked 
the Court 
to charge the 
jury. 


Judge Reyburn, before whom 
the 
case was tried, refused to affirm the 
points of the prosecution, which claim 
that the selling was in violation of the 
prohibitory law of the district, holding 
that if the beer was sold in the original 
package the defendant could not be 
indicted. 
If the defendant, however, 
sold to minors or intemperate persons, 
It was a plain violation of State law 
and would not come under the inter- 
State decision, because the State had a 
right to make police regulations for the 
protections 
for such classes 
named. 
The question whether the l)eer sold was 
in original packages the Court left to 
jury to decide. 


After an absence of over two hours, 
the jury found that defendant was not 
guilty of selling without a license or to 
minors, but was guilty of selling to 
persons of intemperate 
habits. 
The 
defense says this verdict virtually de- 
cides that the original package decision 
«•is a g o " in the State, and that liquor 
dealers simply throw away money in 
paying for a State license. 
Thifc case 
will probably be appealed.

The '^lilftck D r u m " Tisli, 


The black drum is one of our largest 
game iishes, most abundant in the South- 
ern Htates, 
but 
occurring 
along 
the 
Jersey coast, and -often found in the 
waters of Stateu Island, where one was. 
caught last week in Prince's Bay. 


Tlie drum belongs to the iish family, 
which,owing to the peculiar structure of 
the air-bladder,possess the power of utter- 
ing sounds to a greater or less degree. 
Other membera of the family, sucii as 
thewcakiish, croaker and roncador,make 
a gruutiugsound when boated (although 
old iishermcu claim to be able to detect 
the prcbenee of a large school of wenkilsh 
by tlie noise made by them); but the 
sound of tlio drum is the loudest, and 
can be very distinctly heard at a distance. 
The croak of tho ubiquitous sea robin, 
which does not, however, belong to this 
iamily, is familiar to all who have ever 
wet a line in the bav. 


During the 
breeding season of 
the 
drum this noise is more pronounced than 
at any other time, tho males calling to 
the females, who respond in lower tones; 
and at night, while feeding on tho oyster 
and musbel beds, which provide their 
jjrincipal food, the lish seem to grunt 
their satisfaction with the repast.

-account of a walnut stump swindle. It 
BOW turns out that this swindle has 
been played quite extensive!}' among 
the farmers of Cumberland county and 
they have been fleeced to the extent o 
about $50,000. It was accomplished 
by two confederates who pretended to 
buy from them walnut stumps. Con- 
federate No. 2 would come along and 
engage to buy the stumps and tell the 
farmers that his partner would be along 
in a couple of days, take out the stumps 
and pay for them. Confederate No. 
2 would <:o«ne along in a couple oi 
days, take out the stumps and pay fnr 
them, but in making the alleged pay- 
ment they would invariably tender a 
.bill of large denomination and receive 
considerable change. 
The large bill 


which was left in the farmer's hands is 
afterwards found to be counterfeit and 
the swindler gets away with the change 
in good U. S. money. 


A Wilkesbarre, Pa., dispatch says:

Arabians Make the Beverajp? 


From. Gre«n Berries ami t»eaves— 
Introduction to .Kurope. 


Coffee ha<5 been made and drank in 


Ethiopia and Abyssinia from time im- 
memorial. The tree grows wild ia those 
countries, aad tombs old as the Christian 
era contain abundant evidence that coffee 
was a favorite beverage with the dusky 
Kings long before Solomon sent his Sects 
across the seas aad his caravans across 
the desert. 
And in that country, where 


thev have known it the longest and are 
presumably the best acquainted with it. 
the natives do not roast the berry, but 
make a decoctioa of it gre^u. 
In this 


custom they are imitated by the Arabians 
who have eiijoyed its cheering aroma for 
hundreds of years. 
In the=e lands a. 


generous quantity of the choicest grains 
are poured ia the kettle, aud kept just 
below the boilin^ point for hours. 
The 


older the berry is before th< y use it the 
better it is liked, but no preparation be- 
voud curing is required. 
Perhaps half 


an hour before the beverage is served the 
heat will be increased, and while the 
coffee never boils furiously as with so 
many heathen cooks in ClirisrL-tu kitchens, 
it is kept excessively hot. They will 
make about one-fourth the liquid from a 
pouud of berries that Christian cooks 
produce, but the amber stream which ; 
runs from their rude kettle? is all coffee, j 
The \\ hole graius have been steeped until ; 
thev give up the la*' touch of strength, 
and the drinker does not burdea his 
stomach with a gallon of water, but 
secures all the results of the most perfect 
cooking with half a gill of the fiuid. 


In 1573 Leon'aard Renwolf. a German 


plr.sican who was content to travel be- 
fore the time of steamships aad sleeping 
cars, found the berry and its resultant 
beverage in the East, and iatroduced 
both into Europe. 
But Fraakish chefs 


sooa discovered that roasting made the 
product milder and more fitting for a 
weaker western palate. 
The active 


principle ia coffee, the caffeine, was re- 
duced, aad the aroma was heightened. 
And one other thing, the bulk was 
creater. In shore, the more delicate 
stomach aad the more greedy eye of the 
Europeaa were both served by oven pro- 
cess, and from that day to this Christians 
roast their coffee. 


Coffee grows now ia almost every 


tropical country uader the sun. 
The 


Dutch introduced it iato Java from 
Mocha, in 1690, aad shoots from the 
green trees there were takea to the bo- 
tanical gardens in Amsterdam, aad have 
ever since beea propagated as one of the 
chief objects of pride ia commercial Hoi- 
land. From these trees, which are raised 
simply to show the form of the plant ia 
its aarive State, other" trees have beea 
taken aad are still growa in Paris. Of 
course no product is gathered from them, 
but everv one who drinks coffee is iater- 
ested ia studviag the curious tree from 
which the berry is gathered. 
From the 


island of Java the plant was transferred 
to the West ladies, and at oace took 
root successfully, particularly in Mar- 
tinique, whence a goodly proportion of 
the coffee used iu the "Uuked Slates is 
drawn. 


Still, ia a commercial way. the ira- 


portatioas to this country are chiefly 
from Brazil • Java seads us the second 
largest sh, - aad Ceyloa is third. la 
poiat of excellence the Mocha has always 
beea considered the best coffee, and 
easilv commaads the highest price. 
It 


comes from Arabia, aad the natives 
there, .aside from the aabobs, caa the 
more readily part with the berry, siace 
they, like tbe aatives of Sumatra, make 
a decoction of the leaves iastead of the 
commonly chosea bean. These leaves. 
obloag ovate aad five inches ia length, 
evergreen, opposite, shiaiag and leathery. 
are gathered, dried aad stepped, produce 
ia all respects the same result that is de- 
rived from the graia. 


The tree in its wild state grows from 


tea to twelve feet high, but under culti- 
varioa it is pruned dowa to six or eight 
feet, with braacaes almost from the 
ground. The fiowers arc small, white 
and fragrant, clustered on the axiils or 
jointure of the leaf with the branch. 
It 


bears a berry of aot unpleasant taste, 
which becomes dark red whea fully ripe, 
and which is much liked by natives. 
Witbia this plum-like fruit ar« two cells 
lined with a tough membrane, each coa- 
taiainrj a siaiile seed, ia sh-ipe au irregu- 
lar hemisphere. These are the coffee 
grains, and they lie with their fiat sides 
together until the crushing of rollers and 
the constant moving of machines burst 
the skin and pulp and force them out. 
They arc then dried and further agitated 
till the last vestige of the fruity sheath 
is removed, when they are ready for dry- 
ing aad sending to marker. It occasion- 
ally happens that instead of the two n.it- 
faced beans the berry will contain but 
one. which is almost round. These are 
called peaberries aad are separated from 
the others br screens and sold for a lower 
price. Their quality seems as strong and 
pure, out they are ia fae* detective grains 
and are held at lower value. 


Coffee plaatations are usually laid on; 


in quadrangles, the trees are pruned into 
regular aad usiform shape and present at 
ail times a remarkably beautiful appear- 
ance. 
The ground must be ii rigated ia 


anv country where .coffee will grow. This 
service is kept up until the berry nears 
maturity, when the scfi.1 is left to dry. as 
better results are thus\ obtained. 
And 


since at least three crops' ^a year are gath- 
ered no little care must be\exereised in 


stiff erf or moisture, neither must the ma- 
turing crop be allowed to freshen and 
continue green; and since this problem 
involves treatment of the single tree, on 
which green, half grown and matured 
coffee is hanging, oae can see that the 
most skiUfuTtreatraent is required. 
Jva- 


tive farmers ia Brazil, away from the 
large plantations, raise then- coffee in 
much the same slipshod manner which 
obtains among colored or Indian farmers 
ie America. Thev do not trim their trees 
verv carefullv, thev only manage to raise 
one full crop a jear. aad they do not get 
the best price for that siace they do aot 
thoroughly clean ir. But at Rio and 
Santos, a? well as at Java and Sumatra, 
rich companies own their own planta- 
tions, where all is done with the best 
business methods, and not a penny is lost 
which care and skill and money can 
save. 


A good mauv people try to pick out 


coffee by the color: but this is mislead- 
ing. 
>AU coffee* in this market, except- 


ing Rios. are called miM, aud these latter 
are most popular. They arc- naturally 
less dark in color than the iiio=.. 
The 


Mocha grain is sm-ill aud gray, while rue 
Surinam coffee has the largest grain, aad 
approaches a brown shztde. The West 
indiau and South aad Central American 
coffees are as large as the 'Java aud are 
generally much darker in color. 
Yet 


they are not netriy so srroag. 
Coffee 


buyers know that a {>rejuu«ce exists ia 
favor o: dark bro .va grams, and so the 
crop of this preseu; ve-ir iu Java will be 
held as !oa«c as is convenient. aud_thea 
iu nearly every c-.ise it \\ ill be shipped to 
America in sailiusr vessels, so that, with 
Lurches battened down aud the heat be- 
low decks ragiag. plenty o: time may be 
o^iven the ttraia to no through, a sweat 
which shall leave it :C last just as brown 
as the critics in America waat it to be- 
Now the quality of the coffee has not 
changed, the color has simply deepened. 
When the shiftless farmers of Brazil 
bring in their crop ia bags and baskets 
and square pieces of cloth, driving it 
over the mountains in a mule train or 
fioatinij- it down the river on a raft, they 
sell as <;uick as thev can and the overseerat 
the warehouse may dump tea bushels of 
Parana S-inta coffee iato the same heap 
with four toas froai Bahia. simply be- 
cause they look alike; yet they will dif- 
fer vastly in strength. Occasionally, too, 
coffee is colored. This is a thing which 
all good importers deprecate, yet it caa 
aot be entirelv avoided, as a wishy-washy 
graia would lie ia a grocery uasold for 
ever, whea a little doctoring to chaage 
its coaiplexioa without altering its taste 
would make it go like hot cakes. 


As to bogus coffee, one can find it ia 


the market aay day. It is always roasted 
and ground. 
Back ia war times a good 


many people were glad to find aay <kiad 
of a substitute for coffee. 
Many a maa 


aow getting gray caa remember the days 
whea he was a la'd too small for service 
ia the armv that parched, corn, buraed 
rye. daadelioa root, blackened molasses 
aad meal, and such things"; doctored at 
rare aad prosperous intervals with a 
1'coffee essence'3 or preparation of chic- 
orv. 
They beat nothing a little, but 


thev were not coffee, and they didn t 
serve to patch oat the supply of coffee 
very successfully, either." Bu£ ia these 
latter days a small per cent of the bogus 
may be mixed, with a bulk of genuine 
aad aot be detected till you look in the 
coffee pot. It shows up-.ihere, a lot of 
floating particles of dark browa paste. 
But the active principle of coffee, the 
caffeine, exists only ia this branch of the 
vegetable kingdom, aad nothing else 
tastes or smells or acts lise it.—Chicago 
Herald. '

Putthemintoa 
large whiteware pitcher aad pour on. two 
quarts of water; stir frequently until the 
mixture is entirely dissolved.

Pour some of the 
liouid into a bowl, aad wash the silver 
all over -with it, using an old fine linen 
cloth. Let it stand ~about ten minutes 
and then rub Qry with a buckskin. It 
v/ill make the silver look like new — Chi- 
cago Htruld. 


SIKS FOR EVERY KCvD OF FOOD. 


A napkin for every kind of food that 


is to be served hot seems to be a require- 
ment; of the day, and to decorate these 
napkias in a suitable fashion seems to be 
a pleasant pastime for needle-loving 
women. The Ssh napkin, made some- 
what longer than the length of the plat- 
ter, is plain in the centre, and embroid- 
ered ar the ends in tlnv shells, seaweeds 
or branching coral. Tae ends may, in 
addition, be fringed or only hemmed. 
An eg? aapkia is prerty, embroidered 
with chickens iu different shades of yel- 
low silk, and a com napkin with ears of 
corn, partly opened, so that the grain and. 

As there is aotso much poetry 
iu a realistic potato, a nonsense rhyme, 
or the Sower and vine of the potato are 
wrought; across the potato napkin, and 
the squares of linen laid oa the butter- 
dish mav be embroidered with grasses or 
disks representing buiter balls in white 
or gold. A napkin for hot biscuit, which 
is reallv more of a necessity than any 
of these pretty fancies, may be decked 
•with flowers or a line from the poets or 
'-prosiets" in regard to bread. — -A.llaii.ta

TO BEAT AX EGG. 


Any child knows how to beac an egg, 


which is true so far as that any one by 
dint of patience and a fork can beat an 
egg to a froth, but one person will take 
fifteen minutes and have it less light thaa 
another in five. The one will beat fast, 
carrying the fork, but entangling very 
little air; the other will lift the egg, as 
it were, aad throw it over the fork. This 
is the proper way, and does the work in 
half the time. Acquire the habit of beat- 
ing eggs, or, in fact, anything else, from 
the elbow, not using the whole arm; the 
fatigued will be much lessened. The use 
of earg-beaters lyre made egg-beating for 
cakes, such a formidable task in our 
mother's days, a very light oae ia ours, 
bat for beating just one egg a fork, even 
now, 
is often most convenient. Sven. 


with a beater, jhowever, the best results 
are obtained by observing certain rules. 
In hot weather leave the eggs in ice 
water or oa ice for some time before 
using. 
It is not a good plan, however, 


to keep all your eggs on ice, because they 
then become so thoroughly chilled that in 
boiling them you cannot estimate the 
time required, and should they become 
frosted thev are inferior for all purposes. 
In beating the whites of eggs a tiny pinch 
of salt will tend to facilitate the work. — 
Good, Housekeeping.
